But I will 
not digreſs from my ſubject, and fo miſap- 
ply. thoſe moments I am obliged to huſband 
ſo carefully, but proceed to the narrative 
you requeſt, The object of our diſguſt was 
4 trifling indeed to men in trade; for a maſ- 
Auerade ticket, intrinſically conſidered, is a 
3 commodity of more value at the weſtern 
than the eaſtern fide of the metropolis. In 
the preſent caſe, however, it happened 
otherwiſe ; for, beſide that tradeſmen you 
| know are naturally tenacious of every article 
of property, the parties immediately con- 
cerned were piqued to find what they con- 
fidered as their undoubted right, given away 
| to others; to which muſt be added, the in- 
ferences they naturally drew from the cir- 
| cumſtance of excluſion: and when their 
| own diſguſts on this occaſion were ſtimu- 


| lated, as you may reaſonably ſuppoſe, by 
the quick reſentments of their wives and 
daughters, whoſe fair boſons were big with 
expectation of deriving, from the ſenatorial 
conſequenee of their huſbands and parents, 
ſo happy an opportunity of diſplaying their 
charms, taſte and ornaments to advantage, 
by * a iranvler of the tickets ; when

all theſe united motives, I ſay, are conſi- 
dered, you will no longer be amazed at 
the ferment that enſued. . 
| But as by your remote. ſituation, and 8 
avocations, I cannot ſuppoſe you to be well 
informed of the ſtate and conſlitution of our 
corporation, I will premiſe a few particulars, 
to bring you acquainted. with our body poli- 

tic of Common Council. 

This court, in which the whole power 
of the corporation is veſted, bears a near re- 
ſemblance to the national parliament, as con- 
ſiſting of two orders of men, anſwering to 
thoſe of Lords and Commons; over whom 
the Lord Mayor preſides in his magiſterial 
capacity. They differ, however, i in this cir- 
cumſtance, that the court of Aldermen and 
the members of the reſpective wards, do not 
tranſact buſineſs apart, but conſtitute one 
houſe or court, debate and vote together, 
and the majority of the whole enacts. thoſe 
ordinances, or acts of Common Council, to 
the obſervance of which every citizen of 
London is bound. The Aldermen enjoy 
their office and dignity during good beha- 
viour, and the deputies of the wards are 
elected annually on St. Thomas s day. 
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When a coutt of Common Cotmeil is 
choſen, its firſt object is the forming ſevetal 


committees for the regular management of 


certain ſtated branches of corporation baſi- 
neſs ; 3 which committees froth time to time 


take reports to the court of their reſpective 


affaits.

It would be a to my intention to fill. | 


this letter with a- general. view of the corpo- 
ration, my principal object being the Court 
of, Common Council; it may nevertheleſs, 
be juſt hinted, that the firſt charter of in- 
corporation to London appears to have been 


granted by Henry I. at his acceſſion: there 


was one indeed given to the inhabitants by 
William the Conqueror; but this was no 
more than a letter of protection, declaring 
that they ſhould not be treated as flaves ; 
merely exempling them from the ſtate of 
villenage under the feudal n: 2 
by the Normans. 

In the year 1808, King "_ by his 


letters- patent, granted the citizens of Lon-

don liberty and authority - yearly to chuſe 
themſelves a Mayor, and a Common Coun- 
cil of the moſt ſubſtantial citizens; and to 


elect and deprive their Sheriffs at pleaſure. 


Py Fitz-Alwyn was the firſt Mayor. 
By the 5th charter of Edward III. dated 


Nieder 12th, in the goth year of his 
reign, the Aldermen of London were to be 


choſen annually, and were not to be re- 


elected. This practice continued until 17 
Richard II. ſince when their office has heen 


held, as before obſerved, guamdiu 2 n 


geſſerunt. 


*By* dig 12 Geo. I. 3 e 
&c. in the city of London; for putting an 
end to the diſputes between the court of 
Aldermen and the Commons in council, it 


was enacted, That no act, order, or qrdi- 
nance, ſhall be made in Common Council, 
without the aſſent of the Mayor and Alder- 
men preſent, or the major. part of them; 
nor without the conſent of the Commons, 
or the major part of tnem. 


But this grant of a negative to the Ald er- 


men, upon the deciſions of the court, bo ing 
far from anſwering the purpoſe, was ſtrongly 
il againſt. by feveral, particularly by

framed, January 23d, 1740," for tiking it 
off, which was accorflingly dane; and the

It is wartby of e and what gery 


few perſons know, that the gity of London, 
in &ts corporate capacity, is not repreſented 
in parliament. The choice af members is 
veſted in the liverymen of the ſeveral com- 
pamies, whom the members therefore repre- 
ſent : but the being on the livery is no re- 


quiſite to election for the council of the 


poration:; nor have the members of the 
Conaman Council, as ſuch, any votes far 


menabers:of par liament. 


Ihe xecords of hiftory furniſh us with 
ſome odd facts rolative to our carporatian': 


we find particularly, that ov March Sth, 


138 3, 7 Rich. II. by the means of Sir Ni- 
cholas Brembre, then Lord Mayor, mak, 
if riot all the Aldermen of the city, were 
turined out by the Common Fonncl, amd 
ne / ones choſen in their raam.

On the 22d of oder 1539, the Com- 
mon Council, in conſideration of the great 
ſagacity and diſcretion of Paul Wythyn Pool, 
made an order, whereby the ſaid Pool was 
impowered to be preſent at all common 
councils, as well as at the elections of May- 
ors and Sheriffs. This was a diſtinction and 
honour ſo very great and ſingular, that it 
was never granted to any other unqualified 
citizen; the ſtricteſt care being always taken, 


that no one but members, may be * at 
the proceedings of the court. | 


Having mentioned Mr. Alder med Heath 5 
cote's oppoſition to the court of Aldermen 
poſſeſſing a negative on the proceedings of 


the Common Council, it brings to mind his 
refignation of his gown in the beginning of 


the year 1749, and the letter which he 


wrote from Bath to the Lord Mayor, inti- 


mating his reſignation. I have ſent it you 
herewith, as it excited great attention at 


that time; and if you never ſaw it before, 1 
am perſuaded you will think it a curioſity.

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When Alderman Bethel died, Barlow 


| Trecothick, Eſq; ſtood candidate for mem- 


ber of. parliament for the city of London, in 
oppoſition to Alderman Glyn, and paid the 
cuſtomary price of his freedom into the, 
chamber of London; waiting the calling of, 
a court of Aldermen to grant it. A court, 


being called for that purpoſe, it is faid, a ſuſ- 


ficient number did not attend to make a 


court. Upon which Mr. Trecothick was 
forced to withdraw his advertiſements, and 
decline his election. 

Under the ſame circumſtance af ſoliciting. 
his freedom, and with all his other diſad - 
vantages attending him, Mr. Wilkes, an 

outlaw, and obnoxious to the government, 
obtained his freedom immediately,
